An Idea is the figure of any ching 
repreſented, now the Ideas of things 
viſible are very facile and ready, but 
the Ideas of thoſe things that be invi- 
ſible, are to be found out by r 
whereby the Ideas of all things may 
be had in a readineſſe; and for this there 
is need onely of but one generall rule 
(whick in perfecting this Art 1 have 
found out.)
